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NEW YORK (LNS ) --At. least 13 people were 
Willed and more than three hundred arrested 
throughout South Africa during massive protests 
and memorial services marking the tirst anniversary 
or the June 16, 1976 Soweto uprisings Press re- 
ports of killings and arrests continue as or late 
June . 

Meanwhile, in uie United States, several hun- 
dred corporate executives attended a rorum entitled 
Why Invest in South At rica. ; designed to prop up 
the white minority government in South Airica with 
new Investments. One or the ieatured speakers at 
the forum was former U.S Treasury Secretary Wii- 
1 iam Simon . 

Workers, Students Protest Apartheid 

Tens of thousands oi workers and students m 
South Africa participated in the recent two-day 
strike and boycotL called by the Soweto Students’ 
Representative Council dS a memorial lor those 
killed in last year's uprisings agalnrt apartheid- 
Employers in Johannesburg reported up to 50 per 
cent absenteeism and aii schools were closed Nu- 
merous church memorial services were held all over 
South Africa for the more than 1000 persons killed 
last June. 

At one church in Soweto, police threw tear 
gas into an overflow crowd listening to the ser- 
vice outside The crowd immediately started to 
sing African nationalist songs and raised clenched 
fists, the black power salute. Police responded 
with massive doses of teat gas and introduced a 
new weapon called the "sneeze machine " The ma- 
chine is a converted iandrover jeep which sprays 
massive doses of talcum powder, and tear gas 

Other protests in the area against the minor- 
ity regime included the explosion oi a ieailet 
bomb and the bombing or a rail commuter cram 
which runs between Johannesburg and the neighbor- 
ing township of Soweto, to which black residence 
is confined. Similar confrontations were reported 
around the country including in the townships a- 
round Pretoria, Port Elizabeth and Cape Iown. Some 
of the most militant c oni r ont at ions were m Kabah 
township outside Ultenhage where six schools, two 
government liquor stores, several other buildings 
and several vehicles were burned At least five 
people were reported killed by police. 

Due to the tight controls on the press and 
because its reporting is largely limited to major 
urban centers, the full extent or the protests are 
unknown It is also not knew exactly how many peo- 
ple have been killed, wounded and acrested 

Anti-apartheid Leaders Detained 

In the weeks preceding the ilrst anniversary 
of the uprisings police prepared for the expected 
demo nstrations. Winnie Mandeila, a well known op- 
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ponent of apartheid and wife of Nelson Mandeila, 
imprisoned President of the African National Con- 
gress, was forcibly removed from her home in Soweto 
and taken to an isoiated rural township. She was 
then placed under a "banning order" which forbids 
her to meet with more than one person at a time and 
prevents the publication of anything she writes or 
says 

On June 11 Sechaba Montsitsi, president of the 
Soweto Students Representative Council and a number 
of other council members were detained by the police 
As soon as Montsitsi 's detention became known, a 
new president of the Soweto Students Representative 
Council was chosen 

Also detained were four white students and 
later, a demonstration planned by white students 
was banned on the grounds that "it was not in the 
best interests" of stability for whites to demon- 
strate in support of blacks 

Student Leadership 

Soweto now has virtually two authorities — the 
apartheid government and the students The strength 
oi the students in the community has been repeatedly 
evidenced by their ability to continually replace 
their leadership, and successfully draw support 
for their boycotts Many observers have noted that 
buildings burned are always targeted because of 
their political significance 

One of the most dramatic recent shows of stu- 
dent strenght culminated in the resignation of 23 
of the 34 black members of the Soweto Urban Bantu 
Council, including the so-called "mayor of Soweto" 
David Ihebehaii. The students had called for the 
resignations because the Soweto Urban Bantu Coun- 
cil is an apartheid institution set up by the South 
African government While the Council has no real 
power it was designed to give the image of black 
participation in decision making- 

U.S To The Rescue oi Minority Regime 

The mt ensny ing resistance against apartheid 
in the past year has made it more and more difficult 
for the regime to solve its severe economic crises 
To maintain its power, foreign capital m the form 
or loans and investment is essential- 

At the same time blacks in South Africa are 
fighting apartheid and being shot by police, US- 
businesses are coming to the rescue of the white 
minority government. On June 20 and 21 over three 
hundred corporate executives attended a seminar en- 
titled "WTiy Invest in South Africa-" The seminar, 
held in an exclusive suburb of New York City, was 
sponsored by the South African Trade Organization 
(SAFTO) and a South African bank (Senbank) . It was 
clearly aimed at increasing U.S. investments in South 

At L 1 Cel 

Invitations were sent to 1000 businesspeople 
The response was so great that the organizers had 
to tell people that there was no more room after 350 
people accepted 

Among the speakers at the meeting was former 
U.S- Ireasury Secretary William Simon, South African 
Foreign Minister Pik Botha, Bantustan chief Lennox 
Sebe and a black businessman" from Soweto. Former 
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Stutlar . v ot State Henry Kissinger, now a consul- 
tant to Chase Manhattan Bank, was Listed on the 
invitation as a guest speaker but was unable to 
attend due to "prior . ummitment s " Smiliar meet- 
ings ate reportedly planned throughout the conn- 
t r y . 

In a lurther eiiort to raise capital, South 
A£ri<-d s Finance Minister Owen Horwood has announced 
thcit he and the Secretary ol Finance will be visit- 
ing "some oi the famous banks jt the world in 
F' • 'pe and America" this summer and autumn "We 
will talk to them and put _ ■_ r case and I can as- 
sure this House (ol Parliament) that we will ob- 
tain capital in meaningiul quantities " 

Currently, direct U.S investment in South 
Africa totals Si. j oiliion and outstanding U S- 
bank loans exceed $2 billion The Suuth Airiyan 
economy has always relied heavily on foreign capi- 
tal 

l.S- government and Lorporate leaders axe 
maintaining that investment and e^on^mic devel- 
opment m South Airica will lor>_e political change 
in the apartheid system But it was in the years 
following World War 11, when South Africa had its 
fastest economic growth, that the most repressive 
laws were passed, including one which allows un- 
limited detention without trial or any ocher legal 
recourse Further, it is unlikely that the South 
African government would go tu the great lengths 
it does to attract foreign investment it it thought 
this investment would do away with its privileges

MURDER Al REIMS: A CLIMaIE OF ANTI -LABOR VIOLENCE

PARIS (LNS)--ln a climate ot increasingly heated 
conflict on the labor front, Pierre Maitre, a 31- 
year old worker at a glass ractory m Reims, France, 
was murdered June 4 by well-kncwn right-winger, 

Claude Lecomte. Ihe murder took place during an 
armed attack against a picket line m front of 
Verrerie Champenoise Mechanique lactory, which the 
striking workers had been occupying. 

The murderer is a ieading member of the anti- 
labor organization, Comedecat ion Francaise du Tra- 
vail CCFT), which is tinanced by some of the biggest 
French employers and a number oi conservative poli- 
ticians. Lecomte, together with several other 
strong-arm men who launched the attack, is employed 
by the big automobile company, Citroen, which has 
a plant at Reims. Ihere he organizes anti-labor 
violence and carries out espionnage and intimida- 
tion in the name of "security" and "industrial 
peace . " 

The Strike 

The murder at the glass lactory was the culmi- 
nation of tensions that mounted icllowing the 
election of a Communist mayor at the municipal 
elections in March Local employers and dignitaries 
were determined to mount a counter-attack against 
the pro-labor administration and against workers’ 
increasing militance m opposing the national gov- 
ernment’s austerity program 

At the Verren Champenolse Mechanique glass 
factory, the 1800 workers, with strong support from 
the locally active Confederation Generale du Travail 
(CCT) union raised the demand for a 5% wage increase 
and a yearly bonus equivalent to an extra month's 
pay, often called the "thirteenth month " Not only 
were the demands refused, but the management, after 
sending out a threatening letter to the personnel, 
fired two of the CGT shop-stewards. 

The CGT then closed down the shop with a mili- 
tant strike in which the workers occupied the pre- 
mises, Workers now demanded the reinstatement of 
the fired trade-unionists as well as economic im- 
provements . 

On June 1, the local court ordered the workers 
evacuated and riot police were called in by manage— 
The workers tough t. back and m the confronta- 
tion Maitre was killed and 2 workers and 6 police 


were wounded 

The glas sworkers soon identified Lecomte as the 
killer, only too well known in the area* Upon ar- 
rest, he admitted that he had attacked the pickets 
and had opened fire on them with his rifle, killing 
one and wounding two 

Public Reaction 

The entire city was soon aroused: thousands 

marched through the streets that Monday, June 6, 
calling for justice, and demanding an end to the 
anti-labor groups including the CFT , According to 
CGT, forty thousand people participated in the demon- 
stration at Reims At the same time, the unions 
called a five-minute symbolic general strike nation- 
wide 

The glass works management, frightened by the 
widespread public reaction to the murder, lost no 
time announcing the very next day that the two CGT 
unionists would be rehired immediately and the de- 
mand tor the "thirteenth month" pay would be satis- 
fied That Tuesday afternoon, the workers of the 
plant, meeting in a general assembly, rejected the 
CGT’s advice t; go back to work at once in order to 
"create an image of moderation with a view to the 
future elections " They voted overwhelmingly to 
continue the strike, at least until the day of the 
f une r al 

Ihe next day, Wednesday, thousands of leftist 
militants paraded through the streets of Pans 
brandishing a forest of red flags and loudly de- 
manding that the employers' armed bands be put out 
of commission Marchers particularly denounced 
the current national "austerity" program and the 
increasing climaLe of anti-labor violence, including 
not only the murder, but other recent acts, such as 
the explosions of a bomb in a trade-union hall at 
Grenoble- Many called fer the setting up of "workers’ 
self-defence units-" 

Meanwhile* Ln the Parliament, the Communist 
Party deputies were calling for the outlawing of 
the CFT, President Giscard d T Estaing shed a few 
crocodile tears for the murdered man, whom he de- 
scribed as a "victim of fanaticism," while a spokes- 
man for the French Employers Association (Centre 
National du Patronat Francals) put the blame for 
the "violence" on the militancy and determination 
of the workers and the union- The Minister of Labor 
weakly defended the CFT as a legitimate trade union 
whose "responsibility" for the murder was supposedly 
not yet "proven " 

A last hommage for Pierre Maitre was held in 
Reims before a vast throng — including several sizable 
delegations from Paris and other areas of the county- 
On that occasion, one of the national leaders of the 
CGT y Henri Krasucki declared: "The lessons of this 

crime must be rapidly drawn. We will not let the 
scandal of the CFT be squelched; it is far too seri- 
ous, The tragedy of Reims has made it a national 
issue We will not be satisfied until the roots of 
this cancer have been extirpated "

BOSTON (LNS)--Gay n gilts legislation met 
with initial success in the Massachusetts State 
Senate June 13, with a 18 to i 7 vote in tavor ol 
a bill prohibiting discrimination against homo- 
sexuals in public employment- 

senate Republicans led opposition to the bill, 
^.ailing homosexuality an "ancient disease" and 
asserting that it gays ate allowed to work in 
state institutions, sexual attacks on mental pa- 
tients, the retarded and prisoner^ will increase 

But gay rights supporter Senator Chester 
Atkins strongly disagreed. "What someone does in 
their own home is none ot the state's business," 
said Atkins ''Homosexuality is not contagious 
People whu want to work and can do the job have 
a right to work " 

Alter a court suit in 1973, the tederal gov- 
ernment issued a civil service rule barring dis- 
crimination against gay people m tederal jobs- 
The proposed Massachusetts legislation, says At—
